GIRLS ACCUSED OF STABBING ANOTHER WANTED TO IMPRESS FICTIONAL BOGEYMAN

A fan fiction website that published stories 
about a fictional bogeyman called Slenderman 
who is at the center of a shocking knife attack 
in Wisconsin defended the site Tuesday. 

“If we could truly blame any violent crimes 
solely on one specific form of entertainment 
as the trigger—well, I suppose it would be a 
relief,” administrators at creepypasta.com 
wrote in a 3,800-word statement posted on 
the site Tuesday, “as we'd be able to expunge 
said cause and clear the world of such awful 
happenings.” 

Anissa Weier and Morgan Geyser, both 
12, are accused of stabbing their classmate in 
the woods outside Milwaukee on Saturday as 
a way to impress Slenderman, according to a 
criminal complaint charging the girls with at- 
tempted murder. 

Weier and Geyser have been charged as 
adults in Waukesha County Circuit Court. 
Their victim, also 12, is now recovering from 19 
stab wounds in Waukesha Memorial Hospital. 

According to the complaint, Weier told a 
detective she thought she would impress Slen- 
derman and be able to go to live with him by 
killing someone. So she and Geyser scoured 
the Internet for stories about Slenderman, 
who they insisted was real and lived in a man- 
sion in a nearby forest, the complaint said. 

On Saturday morning, after having a 
sleepover with their victim, Weier and Gey- 
ser stashed away a kitchen knife and lured her 
into the woods by telling her they would go 
birdwatching and play hide-and-seek. 

“People that trust you are very gullible,” 
Geyser told the detective. They passed by a 
public bathroom and some trees, and then: 
“Stabby, stab, stab,” Geyser said. 

But as online fantasy shifted into the real

world and Weier heard her victim’s screams, 
she wavered, the complaint said. “I hate you!” 
the victim screamed. “I trusted you!” 

“The bad part of me wanted her to die,” 
Weier told the detective, according to the 
complaint. “The good part of me wanted her 
to live.” 

Geyser was not so conflicted: “It was weird 
that I didn’t feel remorse,” she told a detec- 


tive, the complaint said. She later added that 
it was “probably wrong.” 

Doctors treating the victim said she had 
wounds to her liver, pancreas and stomach, 
and that the knife missed a major artery by 
the heart by only a millimeter, according to 
the complaint. 

Whether the girls truly believe that Slen- 
derman is real is unclear, but both of them 


described him in vivid detail. 

Geyser said Slenderman would watch her 
and could read her mind, teleport and emit 
radiation that makes you sick and doesn’t use 
computers, she told a detective, according to 
the complaint. 

Anthony Cotton, Geyser’s attorney, told an 
ABC affiliate in Milwaukee his client is men- 
tally ill and should be hospitalized.

Police call it Terror Town, a 2-block by 4-block 
patch of South Shore where apparent gang 
conflicts have erupted into three mass shoot- 
ings in a little more than two years. 

The latest occurred Monday evening when 
a gunman walked up to a strip mall on East 
79th Street and fired into a crowd, wounding 
six people, including two boys ages 14 and 16. 
All are expected to survive. 

Police have made no arrests, but they are 
looking into whether the boys may have been 
the targets. They are believed to be members 
of a Gangster Disciples faction that has been 
feuding with a faction of the Black P Stones. 
Police consider their rivalry among the most 
violent in the city. 

There have been two other mass shootings 
in that area since February 2012, and gangs are 
believed to have been at the heart of both. 

On Feb. 19, 2012, a gunman fired into a 
crowd standing in front of a liquor store at 
79th Street and Essex Avenue—about two 
blocks from Monday’s shooting—killing two 
people and wounding five others. Six months 
later, eight people were wounded in a shoot- 


ing near the same corner. 

According to South Chicago police depart- 
ment statistics, the district had 59 shootings 
through May of this year compared to 37 dur- 
ing the first five months of 2013, an increase of 
59 percent. 

“T think I’m habituated to it all,” Tamara 
Moore said. “I’m desensitized.” 

The 31-year-old law student moved out of 
the city three years ago, but returned Monday 
with a car of dirty clothes for an outing to the 
laundromat with her brother. Had they not 
been running late, they would have arrived 
around the time of the shooting. 

“It’s not even rage anymore,” she said as po- 
lice rolled out crime scene tape. “It’s sadness.” 

The shooting happened about 8:05 p.m. in 
the 2600 block of East 79th Street, authori- 
ties said. Surveillance video shows the shooter 
firing a handgun into a crowd of people and 
shattering the glass window of a coin laundry, 
police said. 

For Tamesha Ginn, a lifelong South Shore 
resident, the shooting reflected changes her 
neighborhood has gone through since her 
childhood. 


“It wasn't like this,” said Ginn, a 32-year-old 
property manager. 

The neighborhood wasn’t free from vio- 
lence, but parents let their children walk to 
the corner store and jump double Dutch 
without fear they would be caught in cross- 
fire, Ginn said. 

“Our kids can’t do that,” she said. “We can’t 
even go to the laundromat. It’s heartbreaking 
to see things like this.” 

Neighbor Alisha Morris, a 27-year-old who 
recently graduated from nursing school, said 
violence had reached the point where she 
would welcome the National Guard. 

Moore disagreed but said policing strate- 
gies weren’t working. “We need a whole lot 
more than foot patrols,” she said. 

At a press conference Tuesday, Police Su- 
perintendent Garry McCarthy said Monday’s 
shooting “fits that pattern that we’re accus- 
tomed to seeing” in gang violence, though he 
cautioned that police still are investigating.

Mysteries, album art color the dreamy world of Young & Sick

ntil recently, Nick Van Hofwegen, the Netherlands-born, L.A.-based 
artist behind Young & Sick, maintained an air of mystery on par with 


Keyser Soze. The musician didn’t have a Facebook page or a Twitter 


presence, and in early press interviews, he preferred to remain anonymous. 


“It was mostly trying to push out both art and music and have them completely speak for 
themselves without any distractions,” said Van Hofwegen, 27, by phone. “I still try to keep it 


that way as much as possible.” 


It’s certainly getting more difficult. In addition to a thriving career as an artist-for-hire (he’s 
designed album covers for Foster the People and Maroon 5, among others), Van Hofwegen 
has started to make his mark as a musician. His dreamy, self-titled debut as Young & Sick 
pairs the singer’s heartbroken words (songs touch on love, loss and the search for something 
more) with a musical backdrop that comes on like avant-R&B filtered through the Technicol- 


or world of “The Jetsons.” 


You’ve recently designed album 
covers for a handful of artists 
who landed near the top of the 
Billboard charts. Did that add 

any pressure when it came to 
releasing your debut? 

I think it helped it, if anything. 

It got some extra eyes on it ... 

and I gained a lot of experience in 
getting [the album art] print ready. 


Are there any bands out there you hope to 
create cover art for someday? 

Yeah, there’s a lot. A band like Wilco has al- 
ways been a favorite of mine, and their album 
art has always been incredible. Or a band 

like Lambchop or The National. They’re all 
dream bands Id do anything for—a concert 
poster, anything. 


Your album is littered with songs that have 
downcast titles like “Feel Pain” and “Gloom.” 
While growing up, did you identify closely 
with hard-luck characters like Charlie Brown? 
I actually looked back over it later and real- 
ized it all looked so sad. But the music is still 
kind of upbeat, and I like that contrast. I’ve 
always liked it. I like to take on real matter 
and still sound joyous. 


In interviews you’ve talked about how the 
Joshua Tree [National Park] landscape really 
informed the writing on songs like “Willow.” 
What did that environment draw out in you? 
I started going to Joshua Tree after I moved 
to L.A. from London. In London, it’s easy to 
find a park, but it’s not easy to find something 
that doesn’t have the city embedded in it. 
When I went to Joshua Tree, it was a kind of 
vastness and silence I’d never heard before. I 
thought I grew up in the middle of nowhere, 
so it was eye-opening to actually find out 
what the middle of nowhere is really like. 


You made a strong effort to remain 
anonymous early on. 

It was quite conscious, but it wasn’t so much 
trying to be interesting. I just try to stay away 
from oversharing. The musicians I like the

most have privacy and some sense 
of mystery. I don’t need to know 
if my favorite guitarist is clean- 
ing the kitchen or if he doesn’t 
enjoy scrubbing pans. Think 
at of the mystery that remains 
around those musicians we still 
hope to know more about— 
even the ones that aren’t here 
anymore. The reason we want to 
know so much is because they didn’t tell 
us, and there’s true value in that. 


Along those lines, you opted to release the 
song “Continuum” on the Tor underweb [a 
layer of the Internet that houses dark and 
dangerous content]. 

Somebody told me about the whole Tor thing 
right before the news of it first broke. When 
I got exposed to it, within minutes there was 
a website in my face that wasn’t monitored 
where you could buy heroin, and my mind 
was blown that was still a possibility in our 
highly monitored state. To find this hidden 
box of secrets online was just crazy. We put 
the song on there, and it took people quite a 
bit to find it because it was so hidden. 


Have you released any music or art into the 
world that still remains undiscovered? 

No, that was definitely our first experiment 
with that. It won't be the last, but I don’t 
think there’s anything else out there. 


Would you even tell me if there was? 
Nah. {Laughs.] Yeah, actually I would. I would 
want to have it all out there. 


On “Twentysomething” you sing, “I can’t 
seem to shake the feeling/the sky is falling 
and I’m alone.” If you were to record 
“Thirtysomething” a decade from now, 
how would you hope it goes? 

I kind of hope I’m still searching and don’t 
have all the answers yet. Thirty is still quite 
young, and I think you should always keep 
discovering.

that we played the most— 
who we are at heart, which is 
75-year-old women that don’t 
even care and just say what- 
ever’s on their minds.” 


Why a festival that 
showcases female 
comedians is important:

The Chicago Women’s Funny Festival is back 
for its third year with 77 shows featuring 
400 comedians on four stages across four days. 

OK, a few of the 400 performers are 
male—it’s not the “Anti-Men Funny Festi- 
val” —but for co-producers Jill Valentine and 
Liz McArthur, the festival’s aim is to bring 
women from across the country together to 
network, see each others’ work and celebrate 
all forms of comedy—stand-up, sketch, solo, 
musical, improv, vaudeville and more—to- 
gether under one roof. 

Valentine—who’s been the Chicago 
Sketch Comedy Festival executive director 
since its inception in 2000—also performs 
with The Cupid Players and with McArthur 
in Off Off Broadzway and Feminine Gentle- 
men; all three groups are included in the line- 
up. Additional featured performers include 
Canadian favorite Danz Altvater, Turkish na- 
tive Aliye AJ, Sri Lankan-Canadian comedi- 
an Sandi Rankaduwa, Boston comic Kenice 
Mobley and many others. 

One featured comedian is current “SNI’ 
writer and Chicago native Katie Rich, a vet- 
eran writer-performer in three recent Second 
City mainstage shows: “South Side of Heav- 
en,” “Who Do We Think We Are” and “Let 
Them Eat Chaos.” In the fest, Rich performs 
a sketch show with her former Second City 
mainstage castmate Holly Laurent called 
“Joan and Ro: New York City, 1962” (io p.m. 
Friday), which includes musical accompani- 
ment from Second City mainstage musical 


i director Julie Nichols. You can also take an 


advanced improv writing workshop with 
her 3-6 p.m. Saturday; $75). We called Rich, 
who primarily writes the “Weekend Update” 
segments for fellow former Chicagoan and 
“Weekend Update” anchor Cecily Strong, to 
find out more.

of color—that makes it even 
harder.” 


Where you'll find her when 
she’s in Chicago: 

“[My fiance and I] have a six- 
month-old little rescue dog, 
and we love her so much. And 
so Brownstone, which is right 
down the street from our 
house, is where we like to go 
to watch Hawks games and 
we can bring her and have her 
outside. And I’m going to be 
doing a show at iO, and I'll 

go back to Second City—just 
the old haunts.” 


How she adjusts to life in two 
cities with a fiance and a dog 
in Chicago: 


“We've been together for 
about four years, and for the 
first year, he lived in Philadel- 
phia and I lived in Chicago, 
so we kind of got really good 
at it. It’s not as bad as you'd 
think— ‘SNU only works 24 
weeks out of the year, and he 
comes to New York when he 
can. The hardest part is actu- 
ally missing my dog because 
I can talk to Devlin—that’s 
my fiance—on the phone 


and Skype with him, but I 
can't really talk to the dog on 
the phone. And she doesn’t 
understand that I’m [away] 
working and I’m coming 
back.” 


Atypical ‘SNL’ work week: 
“It’s pretty nuts. We only 
have Sundays off. On 
Monday, we have a writers’ 
meeting just to discuss what’s 
going on in the world. And 
then the host comes in and 
everyone gets to meet the 
host. It’s like an informal 
pitch session. For the people 
who are primarily sketch 
writers, Tuesday is their re- 
ally long day—that’s where 
they’re there till, like, 6 in the 
morning. Where for ‘Update, 
we're there basically every 
day from 10-to-10 until Fri- 
day— that’s when we’re there 
till 3 in the morning because 
things change—things that 
happened on Monday are 
already old news. So it’s not 
till Friday at 10 o’clock that 
we know what we need to 
write jokes about. {Laughs.} 
So Friday is long and then 
obviously Saturday is very 
long—we basically work for 
48 hours straight. When 
people are like, “Wow, you get 
all this time off”, it’s like, ‘No, 
we kind of don't.’ [Laughs.] It 


works out.”

How her work at Second City 
prepared her for ‘SNL: 
“People don’t realize that 
the performers are also the 
writers, so when we're writ- 
ing a show, we’re working 

all morning and rehearsing 
all afternoon, then we’re 
getting notes. Then we're 
trying to sleep. It’s really not 
that much different. It’s just 
something you work on for 
three months and it goes 
up, rather than something 
you work on for a week and 
then it goes up. But what 
Second City really taught me 
is you’re a team—that’s the 
most important thing. The 
show itself—like “Weekend 
Update’ itself—has to be the 
best it can be. It’s not about 
me or you or your joke. It’s 
just, what’s the best joke for 
the segment?

How she landed the job: 


“The head writer for ‘Week- 
end Update’ was leaving to 
go work with Seth Meyers... 
so they had an opening for a 
writer. And Cecily—who was 
actually my understudy at 
Second City, which is funny— 
was like, ‘I really just want to 
push for Katie.’ They knew 
me from Second City and 
from auditioning [for ‘SNU] 
and they were like, ‘OK, 
we'll have her do a packet 
and see what happens.’ And 
I did and surprisingly, when 
they asked Lorne [Michaels] 
about me, he was like, ‘Oh, I 
love her. Yes.’ So the big man 
approved, and they liked my 
writing.” 


On writing for Cecily Strong: 
“I love writing for her. I like 
writing for her voice. Just to 
get to develop her and what 
she’s saying and who she is as 
a ‘Weekend Update’ anchor is 
really exciting.” 


What surprised her most 
about the job: 

“How quickly it went from 
‘Oh my God, can you believe 


I’m here?’ to ‘Oh my God, 

I better [bleep]ing get this 
done and do good work’ 
[laughs], you know? And 
that’s not to say you still don’t 
have your moments of, ‘Wow, 
this is really cool.’ But it does 
become a task that you need 
to do and do well. And the 
honeymoon period doesn’t 
last very long.” 


When it started to click: 

“Tt was the week that I felt 
like I got my first joke that 
was really good for Cecily and 
was also really in my voice. 
There was this joke about this 
river in Scotland that had been 
filled with whiskey, and Cecily 
did this great impression of 
this Scottish fish. It was a hit, 
and it was a big thing for her 
and it was a big thing for me. 
And I was like, ‘Oh, wow, I 
can do this.’ And I think that 
was my fifth show, so it took 
about five weeks before I was 
not just throwing spaghetti 

at the wall and seeing what 
stuck, where I was like, ‘I 
think I kind of get how this 
works.’ It doesn’t get easier. 
You just get better at it.”
